EQUALITY NEEDED 

Topic Of Speaker Is Social- 
es &-' 8m — Stresses Value 
$1 Of Education 

"I don't cai-o what kind of a govern- 
, ment we eventually get, so long as It 
■ is an Intelligent one, one that has 
been worked out for tho benefit of tho 
A . ' community", said Professor F. Clarke, 
Head of tho Department' of Education 
dt McGllI, speaking yesterday after- 
noon at the Y.M.C.A. Forum. The title 
of his talk was "Socialism", and was 
one of the 1032 Forum . Scries "Man's 
Advonturo with God". 

At the outset, Prof. Clarke made It 
clear that he was speaking of Social- 
ism as one citizon to another, and 
that ho did not believe that the short 
time ho lias been in this country, nor 
his knowledge of the subject qualified 
ïijm to speak as an authority on tho 
. .theory of Socialism. '■ 
Community Is Vital 
"There, aro three definitions of So- 
cialism: tho first I will term tho looso 
one; the second may bo termed the 
economic definition; and the third tho 
domocratlc definition of Socialism.

The speaker went on to characterize 
unemployment Insurance as ono of tho 
chief ends of Socialism. Tho Com- 
- munlty must bo held responsible for

then Eonio bort of direct relief should 
I he tho some for each community," ho 

stipulated. 
In criticizing tho power of tho large 



corporations as they exist in tho 
United States, and oven In Canada, 
Prof. Clarke made humorous reference 
,,. to tho passion of some stato legisla- 
tures for making new laws.' "It prob- 
ably arises from the fact that they 
know they won't be taken notice of 
anyway," he remarked. 
■ ■ "If the State is nothing more than 
a ^machine which the community oc- 
I .;cassionally uses, then there is a danger 

that the machine may be used for 
selfish ends. There is the situation 
In a nutshell. Whero privilege enters 
In} democracy files out. The only way 
to divert this evil influence is for as- 
semblies ' like this one to come to- 
gether and to discuss situations seri- 
ously, and with intelligence." 

Education As Agent 
The speaker then commented on tho 
-part that might bo'playéd by education 
*i in working out arid carrying out tho 
democratic ideal. Instead -of blindly 
B.up'portlng and allying ourselves with 
a cast-iron doctrine, we should devote 
much more time to the technical side 
of government. The British method

Socialism, for instance, could not 
logically be assumed by Canadians, 
because British tradition is so entirely 
different from ours. British ideas have 
been modified by experiments that we 
Iiave' never tried here.

Subject Is Mohammedan 
Viewpoint Of Present 
- Situation In India 



Abdullah Yusuf All, former 'principal 
of Islam.ia College Lahore, India, will 
lecture tomorrow evening in Moyse 
Hall at five o'clock, upon the subject, 
"The) Mohammedan Viewpoint of the 
Present Situation in India;" The meet- 
ing, which will be open, to tho public, 
is being sponsored by the McGill De- 
bating Union; and Its president Carl 
Goldenburg will act as chairman, Sir 
Arthur Currie and Col. Wilfred Bovey 
will also bo present upon the plat- 
form. 

Mr. AH is one of the greatest' ilvlijg 
Mohammedan scholars. He was born 
In India, and educated at the universi- 
ties of Botnbay, Cambridge, London, 
Paris, Heidelberg,' F'lôrènce, ; and Rome; 
Amongst other things 'he 'has' studied 
Geology, PolitlcafScle'nce', and Semitic 
Institutions,' and also taken a tripos 
in law at Cambridge. Mr. All Is a 
member of tho Royal Society of 
Literature, and has written many 
books. 

Prominent Statesman 

He Is an exceptionally able politi- 
cian, having represented India at tho 
Peace, Conference of 1319, the Moslems 
at the League of Nations Assembly in 
1028; ho. has also occupied high offices 
in the Indian Civil Service and was thé 
Minister of Revenue of tho State of 
Hyderabad^ As a man of affairs, an 
educationalist, and a social reformer, 
who has studied twelve languages and 
their literatures, Mr. All promises an 
address of exceptlonal 'lnterest.

Conference and the renewal of the 
Civil Disobedience Campaign y cul- 
minating In tho arrest of Gandhi, and 
the outlawing of tho , National Con- 
gress, has created a critical, situation 
In India. Thousands have been im- 
prisoned , and. British -rule is. seriously 
threatened. The -best of England have 
failed to find a solution, arid tho out- 
come, is most uncertain.

John Kerr as tho Gryphon added 
greatly to tho excellence of the scene 
at the Sea Shore, , and Peter' Farrell 
succeeded- in convincing his -audience 
that he. was really , mad by his absurd 
remarks. Audrey ,Shaw as tho timid 
Whlto Rabbit and Harriet Craig as 
the red Queen were good In their small 
parts. Indeed everybody played their 
respective parts with great under- 
standing and conviction. 

The scenes at the looking-GIass- 
House, • with Tweedledum and 
Twcedledee, at the Sea Shore, àt^.the 
Mad,. Tea Party, with the caterpillar, 
at the Queen's 'Croquet Ground, and 
at tho House of Cards— all were ex- 
ceedingly interesting and realistic.

Most Fear That Cost Will 
Make Dr. Leacock's Plan 
' Impossible 

Opinion Expressed That 
Daily Should Decide What 
Will Be Done 



Musicians Appear More Cer- 
tain Than In Past — 
Program Good 

Once again the Montreal Orchestra 
has proved itself sufficient and cap- 
able to undertake any type.-.of music 
applicable to the orchestra. As soloist 
to tho Vlouxtemps concerto in . yester- 
day's program at His Majesty's, Mau- 
rice Onderet, the concert master, 
handled his part' with equal facility 
and ability to any of the perhaps moro 
noted guest artists who have' appeared 
with tho orchestra. - 

In ; all the number?,, the. orchestra 
appeared much more certain than they 
have been In the past; corordination 
was almost perfect, while tone -was ex- 
ceptionally smooth. The program 
might have had something- to do with 
It, for it -was always full of. musical 
Interest. 

Play Modem Piece 

Two numbers introduced the pro- 
gram, Gdossens' "Tarn O'Shanter", a 
very modern piece,' and Borodin's "In 
the Steppes of Central Asia". Mozart's 
Symphony In G minor, already known 
to Montreal Orchestra audiences, Is 
full of delicate melody always sure to 
charm Its listeners, especially when 
played with the l easc of tho under- 
standing accorded i It yesterday. One 
can hardly- discriminate between the 
movements,' though : perhaps the last 
— lost Interesting by reason of its 
ilousncsst . . ■ 

Tho Vieuxtcmps "Concerto in A 
minor for Violin' and ^Orchestra", al- 
ready mentioned, gave as much credit 
to tho orchestra as it did to the soloist, 
sln'ce tho former maintained their own 
part in full vigour, but nevertheless 
always In harmony with the single In- 
strument. As music,' the' concerto con- 
tains many snatchos of . very interest- 
ing melody, flavouring somewhat of 
the Italian school of -the early nine- 
teenth century, 1 but the cadeiizas for 
the violin tend to' become, dull, being 
more for . the -illustrator.''- ol brilliant 
technique than:muslc. 

Well' Interpreted • 
The last numbor on the program; 
Sibelius' "Finlandia" was a master- 
piece of tone rendition. Introduced by 
the brass winds,- the orchestra led up 
to the theme, a very simple but'haunt- 

ing molody first played by the strings.

Professor Leacock's recent sugges- 
tion regarding "The Friday Dally," 
lias excited widespread interest, and 
has met with a diversity of opinion, 
it was revealed by interviewing a few- 
professors and students over the week- 
end. There are many' in favour of It 
and there are also many who believe 
that the scheme, though a good one is 
impossible on account of financial con- 
siderations. 

Many hesitated to venture an 
opinion, but generally they revealed 
whether or not they approved of tho 
innovation. The general impression is 
that the chief, though not the solo ob- 
jection, Is- the financial uncertainty of 
the undertaking. The Dally itself Is 
best able to judge whether or not it 
will cost too much. It is believed. 

Dean MacKay said he would like to' 
see a special literary supplement regu- 
larly published by the McGill Dally, 
if such a task could be handled com- 
petently by a single editor, and if the 
venture 'could bo adequately financed, 
so that the' Students Society would 
not. suffer financially; and If tho un- 
dertaking could be seriously carried 
out under' responsible supervision, 
which ho seriously doubted. 

Dr. Woodhead was In favour of the 
plan, and considered it a splendid Idea, 
though he said he -had not given the 
matter very serious consideration, and 
so was not prdpârëa 'to'^Ote; :ar.~ttj|I 
opinion. '. '' ." .' 

Dr. Shaw was [[la favour 'of . tlie-'jpro'^ 
posai, but only ' if ; the Dailjv which 
knew tho probable cost" involved, »rid 
whether financially, it was practical, 
wero sure that havjng onca ' berçurç the 
publication of the special number, it 
would continue, at no expense to the 
Student's Society, It it cpuld.be made 
to endure like '-the Dally it. would be 
a benefit to McGill; otherwise it would' 
bo merely a nuisance; . 

When interviewed Colonel Bovoy. 
stated tiiat ho was heartily in favour 
of the scheme. He appreciated the dif 
f lenities however and said : that the 
decision as to whether it . was flnan 
clally practicable or not must be left 
to the Daily. Whlie he thought it was 
an excellent idea hè said" the Daily 
must know best and he would not 
attempt to influencb them It' they 
thought It financially Impossible. 

Mr. Matthews, the Registrar, stated 
that the idea was a. good one but 
somewhat idealistic. To send a copy 
to all of McGill's 20,000 graduates 
would involve great expense for postage 
alone, to say nothing of the clerical 
expense involved. Also It wouUL-.be 
impractical to have a graduate student 
to give "all hiB.tlmo" to. editing It. If 
a student in; the Faculty of Graduate' 
Studies and Research Is meant this is 
impossible as he must give some time 
to his work and could not give "all

Their expressions of national concern

to\ the university in a street riot. It is 
• contrary to the nature of Canadian 
•American undergraduates to demonstn 
;such wild and unreasonable enthusiasm. If 
-that..is 'the only method of expressing an 
.interest in government, then let the gov- 
ernment do without our opinions. It has 
hiever demanded our assistance, and may 
anage to get along.

" "You're from the University of Alberta? Oh 
yes, that's In Calgary. Isn't It? or is It Saskatoon? 
I never can remember which." The Sweet Young 
Thins babbled on. I 'writhed inwardly and resolved 
that something' really must be done about It. An 
article for the Daily seemed an excellent means of 
relieving my mind and at the same time of ensur- 
ing that my remarks would not bo read. So— here 
we are. 

No, ifs not In Calgary, nor even in Medicine 
Hat. I can conceal the truth no longer— it's in Ed- 
monton, thereby Increasing the population of that 
enterprising city ' by some fourteen hundred stu- 
dents, a corresponding number of professors, to- 
gether with sundry janitors, entirely extinct dino- 
saurs, and undissected frogs. A roomy campus 
near the edge of tho city, a dozen buildings over- 
looking the broad valley of the North Saskatche- 
wan— volla the University. And that, patient read- 
er, is all the figures I Intend to offer you. Statisti- 
cians need read no further. 

'A McGill student going to the University of 
Alberta would not find Himself entirely in a now 
world. He would find thero a History Club, an Eco- 
nomics Club, a Philosophical Society, an S.C.A., a 
Cercle Français, Debating and Dramatic societies, 
athletic teams of all sorts, and intercollegiato con- 
tests With the Universities of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan, and. British Columbia. He would find moBt of 
the familiar lecture courses in Arts, Law, Agricul- 
ture, Engineering, Medicine, Dentistry, Commerce, 
Household Economics, and tho' rest— though ho 
might feel the absence of the M.S.P.E. girls. 

■ But similarities are always less interesting 
than differences; and differences thero certainly 
aro, quickly felt and frequently resented, but 
neither quickly perceived nor easily explained.; 




which there Is no equivalent at McGill. The Uni- 
versity broadcasting station, over which professors, 
students, and otiicrs periodically dispense culture 
to tho rest of tho province. The covered skating 
rink, with tho C.O.T.C. band in attendance. (This 
phenomenon provides one of the few valid argu- 
ments again disarmament.) The Watinelta Recep- 
tion to men students, first social event of lht> year, 
to which women students issuo tho invitations. Thin 
apparent generosity is not entirely altruistic, how- 
ever: when a man accepts an invitation \o the Re- 
ception it thereupon, by campus tradition, bsc.omes 
Incumbent upon tho fortunate or unfortunate 
youth to reciprocate by Inviting '.ho lady in ques- 
tion to tho first formal of the year. 

Then thero is the Christmas Banquet, at which 
all students in residence are entertained. Since 
the ratio of men to women in residence Is approxi- 
mately two to one. the question naturally arises: 
who is to escort whom, and how? This thorny 
problem is solved by each woman drawing the 
names of two men from a hat. The results are al- 
ways interesting, usually comic, and occasionally 
tragic. 

The Arts Hike is also one of the first event's 
of the social year; a hike down the river valley, 
then a huso fire, refreshments, and all the rest 
This function has been styled by some "the annual 
petting marathon." The writer will hold his peace 
as to the justice of the charge; he will say merely 
this: a September moon has an unsettling effect 
even upon the Intellectual, and he Is sorry that 
there are no Arts Hikes at McGill.- - 

Last of all, the Tuck Shop, cornerstone of£he 
campus, unshakeably founded upon food. How 
often have wo regaled ourselves upon cinnamon 
rolls and coffee, discussed the game or the con- 
cert, philosophised blandly or practised rival sys- 
tems of contract over a Tuck Shop table. We know 
that we have contributed many, dollars' towards the 
profits { of the already over-prosperous proprietor, 
we also realize that wo have dissipated precious 
hours wlilch might well have been spent swotting 
Cicero. Wo also know that we shall remember the 
Tuck Shop and its habitues when Cicero, Adam 
Smith, professors, and lectures have alike passed 
into the limbo of lost memories. 
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Yet as a matter of fact students here 
register a great interest in state concerns. 
' J They do not do so by affiliation with any 
'-political j)arly, but by discussion and ar- 
of principles. They do not swear 
iiegiance to a political leader, but debate 
i consider his views, accepting some, 
1 disagreeing with others. Political 
nomy, labour and social problems, the 
. iestion of armaments, problems of educa- 
tion, and foreign relations; — they are all 
iommon interests in our colleges. 

Recently one result of this interest 
hanif ested itself by disarmament petitions, 
tnd also by the request for a college re- 
resentative at Geneva. This latter, of 
urse, is only justifiable if the student is 
épresenting his fellow countrymen under 
1 years of age, who decidedly should have 
voice in the "question of war. Under- 
ibaduates as such do not need a represen- 
tative any more that barbers, dog-catchers 
or clerks. Interest in affairs of state' is a 
"commendable thing, but it would be folly 
to flatter ourselves, and to over estimate 
ur significance. 





"Alice" The Immortal 

FROM time to time the English Depart- 
ment rolls up its sleeves, tightens its 
belt and sets out to show the other ama- 
eur groups in the city and in this Campus 
ust how a play should be staged and. acted, 
the results are usually excellent. 
K /'Alice in Wonderland" is just another' 
of the successes that this Department has 
produced. Ostensibly a childrens' play, 
this piece of Victorian nonsense showed, 
; by the large attendance of supposedly blase 
students on Friday afternoon that it has a 
tremendous appeal to those who might be 
presumed to be more mature. The spark- 
ling lines of the mathematically inclined 
clergyman, now dead these many years, 
seem as fresh as ever. 

Lest it be thought that the English 
Department did not have^the children in 
mind when "Alice" was thought of it must 
be pointed out that there was just:as large 



The fact that a majority of the students .ll.ve 
in residence on the caifvpus explains much. It : ex- 
plains tho persistence at initiation,. . Inr splto ot.tho 
denunciations of sedate, [souls who regard it as a 
wholly barbarous oustom. In , its, present modified 
form, from which much of tho original crudity has 
been removed, initiation serves admirably to in- 
troduce freshmen to each other r and . to, the f) tradj- 
tions of the University. It conduces strongly to that 
group spirit, the - lack of which is sometimes la- 
menteû at McGill, and which residence life has fos- 
tered at Alberta. 

Social life revoies around the residence build- 
ings, formal and informal dances are held in Atha- 
basca Hall, and studious residents protest In vain 
a gà' Inst tho disturbing moan of the saxophone. Tho 
residences are also the home of student politics. It 
Is, from them that . Presidents and other high of- 
ficiate of the Students' Union come; and it is in 
thejn that pre-election campaigning is most en- 
thusiastically carried on. Posters exhorting tho 
students to "Vote for Smithers" adqrn campus 
billboards, and "Blithers for President" flutters 
serenely in the breeze above Athabasca Hall. 

Residence life naturally creates its problems. 
There seems always 1 to be somo slight disagree- 
ment between University officials and students as 
to whether drinking, gambling, and other amiable 
vices are to bo permitted in the residence build- 
ings. The Provost frowns upon the "stewed stu- 
dent", but obliging student House Commttteo smile 
discreetly at the offender— and do nothing. • The 
difficulty of the - woman student, who must be in 
her resldenco at a certain- hour or be locked, out is 
rather more serious, especially slnco screens have 
been placed on tho lower windows of the resi- 
dence! Men students may return homo at any 
hour— the implication obviously being that their 
moral standard Is not high enough to bo worth 
safe-guarding. 

It does not cost so much to be a social luminary 
at Alberta as at McGill. Amusements cost approxi- 
mately half as much, and no University dance 
, tickets sell for more than.?2,50 per couple. I should 
be delighted if I 'could Impute these facts to the 
superior wisdom and frugality of Alberta stu- 
dents; as a matter of fact, the cause is quit_o. simply 
that students thero have less money than students 
of McGill. And that, my dears, is due to' the agri- 
cultural situation in the West,,.and those wicked 
Russians who have stolen our export market. 

Dances are characterized not only by their 
cheapness but by their Informality. Dance "Book- 
ing" proceeds freely and there are numerous 
"tags"! one considers tho evening a failure" if one 
has not danced with at least ten or twelve different 
persons. Of course you must see your partner of 
the evening a few times in the course of the 
dance, but three or four are quite sufficient, and to 
dance the majority of the dances with the same 
person is\to indicate a highly enamoured condition. 
My impression of McGill informais is that, while 
they are Informal in dress and in name, they are 
certainly not so In spirit. It . is theoretically possible 
to exchange dances, but people feel a bit put out 
by your boldness and would prefer that you con- 
fine yourself to tho company Of your pwn partner. 

What of Alberta students? Are they optimistic, 
boisterous, naive, as tradition says that all West 
emers must be? There is" certainly much les 
original thinking done atf Alberta than at McGill 
This is due in part to tho fact that students enter 
the University at an earlier age and that the pro- 
portion of graduate students is smaller. In partSo 
the fact that the University Is somewhat remote 
from the. life of the city and that. tho city itself 
la far from the centres of Canadian affairs. There 
is on tho other hand a broadness of outlook and a 
freedonv from, prejudice which could probably not 
be found in an Eastern University. Thero is a 
genuine capacity for friendliness, too. which re- 
ceives tho newcomer warmly and puts him at once 
at ease. McGill students are not less friendly, but 
seem rather frightened, that someone % may find it 
out; and unless tho newcomer has sufficient 
energy and sangfroid to "crash" through the wall 
of outer reserve, he wUl probably never discover 
the warmth beneath the glacier.

CHENKIN AT HIS MAJESTY'S 

Unique among foreign artists who 
have invaded the American theutre, 
Victor Chcnkln has practically re- 
created the difficult role of the sing- 
ing aotor. The talented Russian, who 
is coming here Sunday evening Jan- 
uary 31st at His Majesty's theatre, 
gives life to a superb group of char- 
acters familiar to various corners of 
Continental Europe. He makes each 
character the volco of the folk lore 
of an ancient" people. Chonkin is. 
above all, an actor, but his singing 
voice is by no means to be overlook- 
ed. 

Perhaps the subtlest effect achieved 
by Victor Chenkin Is through the 
medium of his strangely expressive 
hands. If it were possible to black 
out the entire stage, training lights 
only on his gesticulating hands, the 
auldenco would .still see a dramatic 
performance. The hands seem to 
change in shape as well as gesture, 
and always, even In repose, they are 
splendidly and Intensely alive. 

Chenkin has a consumato explana- 
tion of his own art. Ono evening 
after his performance, he was asked 
if he was conscious of the part 
played by his hands In his Imper- 
sonations. With the simplicity which 
marks him, he touched first his fore- 
head, then his heart, and ended with 
an eloquent gesture of his hands, a 
giving from himself to the audience.

Chinaman Speaks, 

Dr. Mlnakuchi was followed by Dr. 
No Yon Park 'who, as a Chinese au- 
tllbr tihd editor, .put forward China's 
pica. Dr. Park began with the great 
war, i. during which;- iio said, Japan 
demanded iho right to administer tho 
âoiith'. jiiànchurian railroads for a 
period of 99 years. The ■ present 
trouble arose from tho destrufctlon 
of the Nbhnl river bridgo ■ oii( the 
■ South Manchurian railroad •' neat- 
Mukden. . But this action, in' tho 
speaker's mind, was a 'mero pretext 
and- far from a fundamental cause. . 
-• Dr. 'Park thon proceeded to give a 
brief outline of the fundamental 
causes, of which he ' said there were 
four. Tho first causo was China's 
weakness. .Had she been a powerful 
nation, Japan - would never have 
adopted such an aggressive attitude 
In Manchuria.. 

Powerful Clique.' - 

Secondly, . if the Jupancsc jicoplo 
could , have, controlled their . military 
clique tho present situation , would 
not have come, about.. . This clique 
has had unbroken power save thoir 
defeat In 1913 for 50 years. It. wishes 
.to wii>o out. this defeat, .by .'captiiring 
Manchuriri. Tho Liberal and most of 
.the Japanese nation is against tho 
.wniyJn Manchuria. ... 
■ Thirdly Japan wants Manchuria 
and China, won't give it up. Hence 
the Jnpancso uso tho. Nonni river 
bridge as., an excuse to occupy Ma>> 
churia.' , ".'.'.. 

.Capable. .Governor, : 

And îourtlily, 'all tho crcdl: for tho 
prosperity of Manchuria does not go 
to Japan. Tlie secret lay in', that she 
was governed by a very capable man, 
who .did not adhere to,' the Japanese 
militarist •. ,'pollclQs.- He ;was. murdered 
in 1928, and his son carried, qn his 
work, uniting with the Chinese Na- 
tlonalists'.
